However, the most {mportant phaso 
of aeronautics which! {s developing In 
Canada ts the use of alreraft in :min- 
eral exploration and’ developmont, As 
i) consequence, {t is predicted that tho 
Canadian mining engineer and geolo- 
gist will find more mineral deposits 
in tho next flve years than havo been 
discovered in the last half century. 

Though Canada had a mineral pro- 
duction valued at $260,000,000 in 1927, 
her mineral era is but beginning. But 
a relatively minute part of the coun- 
try tremendous erea has not yet been 
prospected, and the. interest exhibited 
in mining possibilities today by cap- 
{talists from many countries foreshad- 
ows immense developments in many 
far flung sections, 

The first regular aerial service to be 
established in Canada was into the 
wilderness of a new mining camp. It 
revolutonized preliminary mining de- 
velopment. It substituted a journey 
of less than an hour spent in compar: 
ative comfort in the air for five ar- 
duous days of canoe paddling through 
a forest area, infested by mosquitoes 
and black flies. But it actually did a 
great deal more. 

From its base at Hailebury, the 
company undertook to drop passen- 
gers or express in any part of the 
Rouyn gold field. where there was a 
lake, a condition easily met, since the 
area is dotted with lakes. It carried 
an average of 30 engineers and pros- 
pectors a week; it supplied this re- 
mote camp with fresh fruit and vege- 
tables regularly; the ship of the air 
transporting freight of every imagin- 
lumber, 
fron piping, drills and gasoline, and 
on its homeward trips mineral samples 
for assay. 

‘When -gold was discovered at Red 
Lake in Ontario and, following a rush, 
a new camp came into existence, it 
seemed the most natural thing that a 
similar service should be established 


of railway contact. With the confi- 
dence inspired by the Quebec service, 
it was perhaps an even bigger factor 
in the advancement of the Ontario 
camp. Flying boats took in passen- 
gers daily, so that in record time hun- 
dreds of claims were staked out. 

When last year a much belated in- 
terest developed in the mining fields 
of Manitoba, which quickly resultéd 
in a general development, the airplane 
was again immediately called upon to 
play its part. Some quite remarkable 
work was done in the transport of min- 
ing machinery and equipment under 
extremely dangerous and_ difficult 
winter conditions. This summer there 
are 15 planes operated by the company 
in Manitoba’s mineral belt, pushing 
the province’s mining industry rapid- 
ly ahead. 

These -services have been of im- 
mense value in more ways than one. 
They were largely responsible, for in- 
stance, in developing and perfecting 
the ski-runner for taking off and land- 
ing on ice and snow. They also pro- 
duced the collapsible canoe, which 
can be transported handily by plane, 
today considered indispensable to nor- 
thern flying. They prepared the way 
for a development of yet greater 
scope, in which the plane enters upon 
the work of exploration and prospect- 
ing which leads to mineral discover- 
ies. 

The first mineral prospecting ex- 
pedition by plane ever planned was 
undertaken by a syndicate of capital- 
ists in the spring of 1925, having for 
its object exploration work in the un- 
explored regions of Northern British 
Columbia and the Yukon. The terri- 
tory to be flown over was completely 
isolated, largely unexplored, and very 
inaccurately mapped. 

Exploration was carried on in many 
directions by flying on radii from the 
base at Dease Lake, and engineers 
were amazed at the manner in which 
aerial transport speeded up prospect- 
ing. To quote one instance: It was

It has been said of a sound preemptive or shut-out bid that if defeated it saves 
game at small expense by preventing the opponents from showing the suit that 
would have produced game between the combined hands. This principle is well 
illustrated by the following hand: ‘

Be on the lookout when your oppo- 
nents make these shut-out bids and 
don’t let them save game ut a smiall 
expense or prevent you from bidding 
your suit if you feel justified in doing 
so. A B could have made five odd in no 
trump or a little slam in hearts, so Z’s 
preemptive bid, in this instance, was a 
big winner. 


No score, rubber game. Z dealt, bid 
five clubs and A and Y passed. B was 
in a peculiar position. The bid of five 
clubs undoubtedly indicated a freak 
hand, particularly in view of the many 
apparent tricks in B’s hand. He was 
hardly strong enough, however, to 
bid five hearts and yet his hand was 
too strong to pass. The five club bid 
looked like a trap, but B had no option 
except to double. 

Z passed and A should have bid five 
hearts. He should have made this bid

(The Research Bulletin) 

There is a growing interest in the 
establishment of Public Libraries in 
several of the towns and smaller 
centres in the Province. In a few 
places such libraries have been operat- 
ing for several years. Other places 
are later arrivals in the library work. 
Usually the burden of opening up and 
conducting a public Hbrary in places 
outside of the cities has fallen upon 
the shoulders of enthusiastic workers 
who had a vision of providing a real 
service in the Hterary field for the 
benefit of their fellow citizens and in- 
variably their activities have ‘been 2p- 
preciated. Some of these public 
libraries have been established under 
the provisions of the Public Libraries 
Act and their maintenance largely 
provided for through the general tax- 
ation of 'the municipality. In other 
places a small fee charged members 
of the library, augmented by a grant 
from the municipality has been suf- 
ficient to cover operating expenses 
and purchase new books. In any case, 
it does not take much initial capital to 
get a library going in a town or vil- 
lage. A “book shower” at the com- 
mencement will bring a surprisingly 
large number of desirable books for a 
nucleus of reading material and the 
library is off to a good start. In 
nearly every town or village there is 
some part of a municipal building 
where possibly the council would 
provide free room, heat and light. 
For a time a volunteer librarian will 
be available. If there is no library in 
your town get one going and the ap- 
preciation of the reading public will 
s00n be in evidence.

NEW BOILER ACT IN PROVINCE 
TO REDUCE DANGER 


Edmonton, Feb. 2.—The mysterious 
“Boilers Act of 1929’ which-has been 
the object of much interest on the 
part of manufacturers all over the 
province, came to light Saturday 
morning, and although the bill was 
moved on the floor of the house Fri- 
day afternoon the printed bill was 
seen for the first time Saturday and 
copics were laid on the desks of all 
the members for their perusal when 
the house reconvenes Monday after- 
day afternoon. 

The bill was designed primarily for 
the putpose of reducing the ‘danger 
to the engineers and operators of 
boilers cf all kinds to a minimum and 
to allow the department of labor to 
keep in very close touch with the 
installation, operation and inspection 
of boilers of all kinds throughout the 
whole province. The Dill contains 
45 clauses of more or less technical 
nature.

REDUCTIONS IN CHARGE MADE 


‘s BY CALGARY POWER CO. 


Reductions in the “service ‘charg- 
es” to consumers of the Calgary 
Power Co. in the towns of Blackie, 
Champion, Okotoks and Stavely are 
announced in letters now in the mails 
to the mayor and councillors of these 
towns, officials of the power company 
stated Friday morning. Consumers at 
Champion and Blackie will be given a 
‘reduction of 20 cents per month while 
consumers at Okotoks will be given a 
similar reduction up to a certain point 
on consumption after which a. reduc- 
tion of ten cents will be given for each 
150 watts of installed capacity. In the 
case of Stavely, the reduction will he 
ten cents per month. These reduc- 
tions are effective immediately. Re- 
ductions are declared to be the result 
of increased consumption as _ per 
agreements entered into between the 
towns and power company.

In the supreme civil court at Ed- 
monton on Tuesday, before Mr. Jus- 
tice Walsh, Mah Yuen, an Edmonton 
Chinaman, was awarded $5,000 dam- 
ages against Dan Knull of Leduc, for 
the loss of an eye in motor acci- 
dent which occurred on the Edmon- 
ton-Calgary trail near Millet last Oc- 
tober. The amount claimed was 
something over $16,000. 

According to the evidence, Mah 
Yuen was driving north on the trail 
in a car owned by Mah B. Kim. It is 
‘alleged that Knull attempted to pass 
them at a reckless speed without 
blowing his horn. 
Chinese was forced into the ditch and 
Yuen lost his eye from broken glass. 
Mah Kim was awarded $44.90 for 
damage to his car. Yuen was also 
given medical expenses of $170. 

Mr. Knull was not represented by 
counsel and did not appear in court 
himself. W. R. Howson conducted the 
case for the plaintiffs—Leduc Repre- 
sentative.
